They have a very fair Palace in-the Capitole, a- 
dorn'd with Stagues, and very Beautiful Pictures, 
Where they aflemble. themſelyes, - once or twice a 
week for to give audience, and ori thoſe dayes they 
eat together, naakingia fumptuous Banquet, where 
they.envite their Eriends, and are ſery'd by the Of- 
ficers of the Magiſtrate , Cup-bearer', Eſquires, 
Stewards, Cooks, Foutmen and Others. They en- 
joy five or fix good Towns with great Revenucs, 
which they conſume in that expence. 

Under the Palace off the Coiifervators, every kind 
of Trade hath a Conſul ; where account is given of 
what is tranſaRed by each. 

The Capitol hath another Magiſtrate called , I! 
Pjacere, who jadgeth of the ſatisfattions which are 
co be given to ſuchias have been <fftnded, cirher in 
word or deed. "Thar Office amongſt the Romans was 
ex:curcd by the- Magiſter Equitum, and ev'n to this 
very day, he is ſtill Maſtro Giuſtiario, which is in 
tuch an Office very Pious, bur little praQtis'd. 
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There is alſo in the Capitol, anather Magiſtracy 
of four Marſhals , who in the times thar the Rg- 
mans retain'd as yer ſome ſmall Authority, com- 
manded their Troops in the Field ; bur fince that the 
ordering of Peace and War is wholly in the Pover 
of the Pape, .that 'Oſhice is no longer given unto 
men of the Militia, but anely unto young Gentle- 
men, in ſo much that there is nothing {cit chem, 
but the naked name, and without any Power.

perour 3 In finc, that Office hath no tonger any 
tunction , and 1 dg extreamly wonder, that the Popes 
have not as well ſuppreſt the Name thereof as the 
Power, fince it til] ſhews tm Rome the Imperiall 
Authority, whence it progceded.:'- 

Rome hath as yet another Magiſtrate, which is not 
made by the Capitol, no: by the Rowan People, bur 
by the Prince, viz, T-vo Maſters of the Wayes, who 
as well within as without the City, have a care f the 
Wayes, of the Bridges, of the Walls and Publique 
Buildings, and who judge of the confines of Inheri+ 
rances. Thar Office is ever confr'd upon Gencle- 
inen of the firſt Nobility, in Years, andot a good 
Repurc, it was called by the Ancients eX4clitia, and 
thoſe who did excreiſe it «alles, of whoſe Kdifts we 
Have a full Title in the Codex, - They have likewiſs 
a Care of the Aquidutts and Fountains of Rome, 
which are in very great number, bur Iſhall not des 
ſcribe them here, any more then the reſt of the Ras 
pitics, and Antiquities of the City,foraſmuch as they

no Peace made berwixt the Italian Princes, - bur the 

cads of thoſe Families haye been comprehended 
therein. 

This Houſe of the Colonna's is divided into feveral 
Branches, whercof the firſt is that of the Dukes of 
Pliano who are alſo Princes of Marino, and of many 
other Towns, as well in the State Eccleſpaſtich, as in 
the Kingdom of Naples, The Cardinal Colonna is the 
eldeſt; He poflefleth aboye a hundred thouſand 
Crowns Revenue, as well in Lands, as in Church- 
Livings, which have been confcrr'd upon him -by 
urban the $th, by reaſon of the Alliance' which Dozs 
Tadco Barberini, that Popes Nephew , contrafted 
with him in Marrying Do ma Ana Colonat his Siſter, 
The ſecond is Monſignor Colonnd, wha had borne 
Armes in Germany, and in Fltsder; under the Nante 
of Duke of Marſ6, and afrer many Exployrs , at 
length turn'd Monk of che order of Sr. Bennets, 
whetice to with draw him, becauſe he proved trouble- 
ſome to all rhe reſt of the Monks ; he was made Bi- 
ſhop in Partihzvs. The third is Doz Mare Antonio Co- 
lonna formerly Marricd upto a Stcikan, of whom he 
had two male children, Don Lorenzo , ready for Mar- 
rizge, and Don Filppo deſigned for the Church, and 
five Daughters, whereof the Eldeſt is Married' unto 
Duke Sprnola of Graova, and the other four are ci- 
ther Nunns or delign'd co be ſo. He tiles himſelf 
Duke of Paliane, Prince of Mari18 count of Taglia- 
c02:xh0, and High Conſtable of the Kingdome of Na- 

les. 

The ſ-cond Branch, which formerly was the firſt, 
3s that of the Dukes of Carteniano, the Father of 
bm who is yer living , was Prince of RO, 

which 
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whieh he fold unto the Barbarias , to the end that he 
might live plentifully. They poſleſle till well near 
five and thirty thouſand crowns Revenue; and they 
ſaye as much as they can. His Eldeſt Son, who is a 
Church+man, hath hr an Office of Clark of the 
Chamber ; The ſecand is called Duke of Baſſanclly: 
There is a Third, who hath no Title. 

The Prince of Gallicano makes the third Branch, 
but he hath no children, and ſmall hopes of having 
any, and having almoſt all his Eſtate in the King- 
dame of Naples, the Spaniards have Sequeſtred it by 
reaſon of the treacherous carreſpondence which he 
held with them during the Troubles of Nples. 

Let us come to the Family of the Cont?s; it is 
poſſible the moſt Aurienc of all, vr at leaſt formerly 
it was the moſt powerful ; Platiza, relating thar the 
Counts of Tiſcol; or Fraſcati (iu Italian Lz Conti Tuſ+ 
calan;) did cauſe frequently Popes ro be crearcd to 
their Intereſt, by reaſon of their Power, Its belic» 
ved that the Conti's this day living, are the ſame 
with the Counts of Tuſcals or Cont: Tuſculani, A 
certain perſon and very Incelligent, ſaith, char there 
is ſome kind of flaw in the Family ; be ir as it will, 
K is nov#Reduc'd to two Branches, the'Dukes of Car- 
pincto and of Polj, and neither & them have any 
grear Eſtate, 

The Family of the Szwll;”s is Eſteem'd by ſome 
in Rome more Antient than that of the Colloaxa's, and 
the #97f12*s ; there are ſome who will have it ts be 
Deſcended from that Sabellus, of whom Cicero ſpeaks, 
but I hold that for a Fable, though in another reſpeR 

it is held very Ancient, and ir is realy ſo, as it ap- 
pears in ſgverall Inſcriptions, and Antient Moni - 
ments which are obvious ro be Read in Churche's 
and other Publique Places. _

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The Power which forrtizrly they have H1d in Roxe 
may be 'proved by uhe Power, which they had not 
long tince, of keeping a Corb of Jufticy in Rome by 
the Name of Torre dr $2v:{lj, in the which notice 
was taken of certain'caufes,” as of affronrs dohe unto 
the Catrtezans ; bur Inno en! the 19% took Kt from 
them.

Prince; hath b:cn Marrivd ro a Siſter of rhe Dnntches 
of Ceri; of the Family of the Alde5rmdin; who 
died in child-bcd, of x child which is il living z 
The deceaſed Cardinal Monta!to their Uncle of the 
Mother-fide; hath fefe them an ample Patrimoeny, 
which hath very well reftor*d rem, and had not thar 
been, ic was reported rhar if they had ſould rhe beſt 
parr of their Eftar2 they would hardly have been able 
ro pay their Debts. They hire an Uncle who is 
Cardinal, and who was Arch Biſhop of S$alir;o, 
bur h& hath refign'd th:r Church unto Mo. ſfgaur 
Torres his Nephew, his Siſters Son. ' There are three 
more Gentlemen of rhis Family, who have na Title 
at all. I have ov>fervcd' that the  Szvrllh, and the 
Conti expaſe the Pj&ures of the Popes of their Fa+ 
mily,” whereas among the pf 3's ne [ce nor thar of 
Nicholas che third, nor amors the Co!on24's, any bur 
that of Marti» the 51h. 1rt may polithly be, becauſe 
thar the Kifeni's, awd rhe Co'onz's cannot reckon up 
{5 many Poves as others or becauſe rhty would ſhow 
thar their Grearncſs derives not from Popes, © 
* To theſe four Familics, tne People add four, others 
6hich ſucceed hom ingreaneſs, among which the 
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firſt is the Gaetana which derives the Origen of it's 
Nobility from Boniface the $th, near upon the Year 
1300. It hath hadin leſs than within theſe forty 
Years four-Cardinals, and ſeycral orhers before 5 It 
poſſeflerh 'many good Towns in the Campania of 
Rome, with the Title of Duke of Sermonecta for the 
chief *of the Fainily, and the Principality of Caſerta 
in the Kingdom of Naples. There are three more 
Gentlemen of this Family, who have no gre mat- 
cer of Eſtare, nor are they Txled at all, The Fa- 
ther of Boniface the $th, was a Door at Law, he 
came out of Spain, and ſtaid firſt at Gaeta, and trom 
thence he went to Anagni, where at that time he 
Courr of Rome was kept, and where he became a good 
Advocate ; There was it that Joh his Son was born, 
who was afterwards Boniface the 8th, and becauſc 
he came from Gatta, he was called Gactano. 

The ſecond Family of theſe four ſeconds, is that 
of the Ceſariai, called formerly Montavazo,, which 
hath drawn that Name, according to the cammon 
opinion, from the place called S. Ceſario near By- 
lozna, there have If|u*d out from it five: Cardinals, 
within the ſpace of an hundred and fourſcore Years ; 
The firlt 6f which was called the Cardinal of $, Eu 
ſtacchio who was ſlain in a Bartel againſt the Tyrbs in 
Hungaiz, the Year 1562. This Family poſleſieth a 
Good and Rich Town in the Marca of Ancona, with 
a Title of a Dukedome, by Name, Civitz Nova, and 
three more in the Latzum or Campania of Rojie, 

The third Family of the four ſeconds, is char 
the C:fi's, fo called trom a Caſtle of rhe Dukedom of 
Poleto ; - It came to Rome near upon the Yea 1 450+ 
The Komans ſay, that it hath had its Origen from a 
Phvfrian, called Simor di Cif3, who purchaſt a Lofd- 
ſhip in the Zativm, unto which he gave his Nome, 

which 
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which it bears ſtill ro this day. There have been 
many Cardinals of this Family, all very devour, as 
it appears by their Magnificent Churches which thcy 
have cauſed ro be Built. This Family is ac this day 
devided into three Branches, whereof the chief is 
the Duke of Acquſpartz, who of late is become 
_ of rhat of Ccr: his Brother, who deceaſed withour 
Wue. 

The ſecond Branch is that of the Marqueſs C:{7, 
BrothePto tht deceaſed Cardinal ; and the third is 
of a private Gentleman) Rich in abundance of chil- 
dren, which the Marqueſs wants. 

The fourth of the four ſecond Families, is that of 
Altemps lately come out of Germasy, where the Eld- 
eſt bear the Title of Caurits of Altempts in Swaube, 
by the means that one of thoſe Caunrs having «+ 
pouſed the Siſter of Pixs the 4th, he had a San a 
Cardinal, who was very Rich, bur very Diſſolute, 
Solaſing himſclt with a Spaniſh Lady, with whom he 
gx a certain Diſeale which did uot hinder him, 
though from getting a Son, who becauſe of his 
Riches Martied with a Lady of the Family of th 
tfini*'s; whence ifſu'd Giovanni Angelo Lather of 
the preſent Duke, who is far wiſer than his Father,or 
his Grand-father either , wha were baniſht a long 
time to Avig40n, not for their good behaviour. Next 
unto theſe Families, we may reckon up ſome, who 
owe all their Greatneſs ro the 200d Fortune that they 
have had, to have ſome Popes of their Families z 
which are the Dukes Boncll:, who haye been adyanc't 
by Pius the 5th their Uncle. : 

' The Compagni, Dukes of Sorg Enrich't by Grc- 
gory the 13th their Uncle. 

The Perettj; come from Sixtus Otintug, whereef 
the Name is ext:nc'r by the death of Cardinal Mon- 
alto the laſt Male of the Family. The

their Riches, diflolving into the Families of the 
Borgheſi, and Pamfilu by the means of two Marriages 
contracted by the Princeſle of Koſana® The En 
with Don Paulo Borgheſe, Father to the now Prince 
of that Name ; The ſecond with the Prince Pam- 
flio, from whom there hath come many Children, 
The Prince Borgheſe, is Prince of Solmena, & is worth 
three hundred thouſand crowns of Reyenue, by the 
means of Paul the 5th their Uncle, and the Thrift 
of Don Marc Antoni Borgheſe laſt deceaſed, 

The Ledwifs rake their Greatneſs from Gregory 
15th, Native of Bologna. Nicolo Lodovifo now li- 
ving had taken, in his firſt Marriage the Princeſs of 
Venaſa, of whom having had no Iflue, he hath been 
nevertheleſs inyeſted with the ſame Principaliry by 
his Catholick Majeſty ; In a ſecond Marriage, he 
took rhe Princeſs of Piombino of the Family of the 
Appiani, of whom alſo not having any flue, and 
remaining Heir likewiſe of that Principality by the 
Death of the Emperour; he took in a third Marriage, 
the Neece of Pope Innocent the toth, of whom he 
hath had one Male Child, called Do Gioann Battiſta 
Duke of Zrgars/s and Prior of Capua, an Office 
which brings him in fix thouſand crowns Reyenue ; 
He hath a Daughter, which is Stiled Princeſs of 
Piombino, of _— and of Geſualdo, and Dutcheſs 
of Fiano, He hath in Revenue threeſcore thouſand 
crowns out of the Principaliry of P:ombing, thirty 
thouſand crowns our of the Principality of Yenuſa, 
thirty five thouſand crowns our of the Dukedom of 
Eagavela, Gallicano, and Colonna, and ſixteen thous 
ſand crowns out of Fiano ; he hath in Reyenug./ 
Yearly one hundred and forty thouſand crowns, 

The Barbarin; now Princes of Paleſtrina , arg

When the Pope hath need of money, for any ur- 
gent occaſion ; afrer having made the Confiſlory of 
Cardigals acquainted with it 3 he gives our a Brief, 
by the which he gives order to the Treaſurer General 
of the State, to publiſh ; That whoſoever will give or 
lend Money to the Chatnber, he ſhall receive accor- 
ding]y, foure, five, or (ix per cent, according tv the 
qualiry of the time ; And for ſecurity of the ſaid pay- 
ment , he aflignes a certain piece of Land, which he 
ingages particularly and generally upon thoſe Reve- 
nics, Thar debr is called Monte; afluming a _

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from rhe cauſe of its erc&ion, or from the Ere&or ;
